W ASHINGTON, June 29.— The administration’s per­ 
manent tarift bill was introduced today in the house of rep­ 
resentatives and for the first time was made public. 
No explanatory statements accompanied the introduc­ 
tion of toe measure as heretofore has been customary and Charges that e 
no official estimate was made of the revenue it is expected 
to return. 
Unofficial estimates by members of the ways 
and means committee, however, placed the expected re­ 
turn as high as seven hundred million dollars a year. 
The
